defence of the King and King- 
dome,underthe command of Ro- 
bert Earle of Eſſex, of which ſome 
are not marched away to their 
"Rendezvous, according to their 
duty, and others are not of fitting 

numbers: for! ſervice, yet all re- - 
celve pay ,to. the great charge.of 
theKingdome, andby ths thetr 
neglect doe greatpreiudice tothe 
publique Cauſe; in which Rel1i- 
210n, kawes and Libertie, are fo 
much concerned. It 15 therefore 
Ordeyned and {'eclared by the 
E ords and Commons in Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, I hat ſuch reg1- 
ments of Foot as confiſts of foure 
hundred men or more,and troops 
of Horſe, as conliſt of forty 
or 
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- or more, ſhall within forty eight 


houres-.after publication hereof, 
march towards the place where 
they ſhall underſtand the Lord 
Generall tobe, exceptby ipec:all 
Order they be directed to any @ - 
ther place; Andthey ſhall not ſtay 
by the way longer then tor their 
neceſſary refrethment ; And ſach 
regiments or troopes as ſhall faile 
herein, or ſhall not conſiſt of ſuch 
numbers as is before ſpecified, 
Thatis toſay,a Regiment of Foot 
of foure hundred, and a Troop of 
Horſe of forty, ſhall be caſheired 


and alſo lyable to ſuch further 
puniſhment, as upon exarminat1- 


on of the cauſe of their fayling, 


- andneglect, ſhall bee found that 
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they have deſerved. And the 
common Souldiers of ſuch Regi- 
ment or troope ſo caſheired, ſhall 
be diſpoſed of, for the falling up 
and recruting of others. 

Yetin regard the Captaines of 
ſome regiments which have not 
thenumber of four hundred,may 
have beene carefull to raiſe and 
compleate their own Companies, 
And that there 1s no reaſon they 
ſhould ſuffer for the default of o- 
thers;21ther the Colonels or other 
Captunes that have not beene fo 
carefull,Itis thought fit,that ſuch 
Captaine cf any regiment now to 
be caſherred,as thal have his com- 
p2ny compleat, ſhall be continu- 
cd :n hus entertainment, together 

wath 


wit his company,& ſhall march 
unto the place where the Lord 
Generall ſhall be,to bee diſpoſed 
of by him 1n any other regiment, 
Or a Imployed as his 
Lordſhip ſhall think fit. 

Anditis further declared, That 
the regiments of Colonell Eftex, 
and Colonell Ballard, ſhall not be 
underſtood to bee within this or- 
der,in regard both thoſe Colonels 
have bin ,andyet are imployed in 
the ſerviceof the State; And their 
abſence may bea cauſe, that their 
regiments arenotin that forward- 
neſle that otherwiſe they would 
havebeene. But they are hereby 
enoyned with all vaſſible ſpeed 
to march untothe Army.
